The weight of the living monster 
has been estimated at between seven 
and eight tons; its length at about 
twenty feet; its height to the top of 
the highest dorsal plata at about 
twelve feet.

cate that the Stegosaurus fed upon 
succulent plants.

quented low, swampy regions. 
As 


Dollo first suggested, the type may 
have evolved from a bipedal ancestry 
But "increasing bulk and development 
of the armor caused them to lose celer- 
ity of movement and 'they became 
sluggish, slow-moving creatures of lo'v 
mentality, only sufficient perhaps tc 
direct the mere mechanical functions 
jjf life." In proportion to the size of 
the- body, the brain cavity was more 
diminutive than in any other land 
vertebrate. 
The armor of the neck, 


back and tail was formed by two rows 
of erect plates, the elements of one 
row alternating with those of another 
The tail was a heavy, stiff appendage 
incapable of more than cumbersome 
lateral movements, and wholly unsuit 
ed for use as a weapon against an ac- 
tive enemy. 


Prolongation of Life. 


Everyone recognizes that there is 


great division of labor among the cells 
in the body of a higher animal. Many 
of them are very highly specialized, 
and it has often been suggested that 
it is this differentiation that makes 
death inevitable. The body is corre- 
lated, and its interdependence is such 
that a breakdown on the part of a few 
highly specialized nerve cells, for in 
stance, may be fatal to the life of the 
whole. Recent experiments on the life 
of cells and tissues removed from the 
Jtody and kept in ft>reign or artificial 
Environment, suggest that the tenacity 
of life on the part-of the highly spe- 
cialized cells is greater than lias been 
thought. Ganglion cells in a higher 
animal do not increase in number 
after birth, and those o! an adult can- 
not as yet be cultivated in artificial 
media; but it is premature to say that 
their complexity and sensitiveness 
necessarily involve death. Leo Loeb 
has indeed recently suggested that the 
prolongation of life may, to a great 
extent, depend on forestalling the at- 
tacks of those injurious 
influences 


which are at present allowed to dis- 
turb thr> .'unction of the norve cells.— 
Knowledge, '

At the same time, we have reachei 


the conclusion that it is our patriot! 
duty to advise our readers to vott 
against' road bonds or road taxes 
whenever the plans for building th< 
roads do not include proper provisior 
for maintaining them after they are 
built. It is just as foolish to spent) 
money to build a road, without at th« 
same time providing for funds to keer 
it up, as it would be to spend monej 
to get a horse without providing feed, 
for him after he is bought. The South 
has wasted millions and millions by 
building roads without keeping them 
up, and it is high time to stop wast- 
ing the people's tax money in this 
fashion. We "must aim not merely to 
get good roads -but to keep good roads 


Another important matter is that 


of having all road expenditures made 
under expert supervision. 
Secretary 


of Agriculture Houston says: "The 
nation today is spending annually the 
equivalent of more" than $200,000,000 
for roads. Much of this is directed by 
local supervisors and it is estimated 
by experts that of the amount so di- 
rected anywhere from 30 to 40 per 
cent is, relatively speaking, wasted 
or misdirected." Every state should 
ha^e a state highway commission, and 
the people should not vote money for 
any expensive scheme of country road 
improvement until it has been ap- 
proved by experts. 


The third matter we wish to em- 


phasize is the importance of the road 
drag. 
As we have said before, the 


drag is undoubtedly the cheapest good 
roads maker ever invented, and\ if 
some commercial company had pat- 
ented it and sold it at five times its 
cost, every county in the South would 
be using it It is so simple and cheap 
that people will not realize what a 
wonder-worker it is. The time to pre- 
vent next winter's bad roads id now, 
and the way to prevent them is to 
make plans to have the roads dragged 
Every farmer interested ought to -see 
his county road authorities and demand 
action.. Send ,tq the United States 
department of agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D. C., for a free copy of Farmers' 
Bulletin 597, "The Road Drag and 
How to Use It," and keep pestering 
your fellow citizens until your county 
gets the dragging habit. 


1. Road building is too expensive 


a business for you to intrust it to 


An Improved Highway In Georgia. 
men without expert knowledge. De- 
mand that your state highway com- 
mission approve your county's proj 
ects. 


2. Tlie chea^e^t v/ay to keep dirt 


roads n g-ood corditions fs by the use 
of the drag. Demand that your coun 
ty commissioners make plans for us- 
ing it to improve the roads you al- 
ready have instead of spending all the 
road money building new roads. 


3. There is no such thing as a "pei 


manent road," hence no plan for roa_ 
building should be approved unless it 
includes provision for keeping up the 
roads after they are built.—The Pro 
gressive Farmer.

These leaders 
soon felt the need of revisiting the 
scenes of their former labors (vl 36), 
but when it came to the organization 
of their party, Paul refused to accede 
to the decision of Barnabas that Joha 
Mark should accompany them (vs. 37, 
38, see Acts 14:13)., So sharp a con- 
tention arose that two parties were or- 
ganized.

Mark is evidenced by his tender refer- 
ences to him. 


I. A Closed Door. Ch. 16:1:8. Paul's 


companions for this second mission- 
ary tour were Silas (15:40)', Luke 
(see use of word "we," v. 13"), and 
Timothy (v. 1-3). The latter came of 
good ancestry, had good training', and 
was of good report, still to avoid., con- 
tention he submitted to the rite of 
circumcision. 
Paul's work was to 


promulgate the Jerusalem decree, to 
establish or to confirm the churches 
and to add to these churches new.vcon-. 
verts. But that did not entirely ful- 
fill Paul's commission (9:15).

the sewage disposal plant, and that part of 
the cost of the main sewer In excess of the 
cost of a proper local sewer, sufficient to 
accommodate the abutting property, shall 
be paid out of the Borough funds, of said 
Borough. 


S«cllon VI. 
The ' cost of the snnltnry 


lateral sewers, man-holes, lampholes, flush 
tanks, catch basins, etc., shall be assessed 
against the abutting properties In accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Act of As- 
sembly of 1880 nnd the supplements thereto 
by the foot front rule. And that six inch 
lines be built from said sewers to the curb 
tap line by the Borough, at the time said 
lateral sewers arc constructed, and the cost 
thereof, also assessed against the respec- 
tive property owners. 


Ssrllou VII. 
The said assessment may 


be psiiil in semi annual Installments, which 
installments shall bear Interest at a rate 
of six pcreentum from the date of the 
commencement of the work or construction 
of the said Improvement until paid; and to 
provide for the payment of the cost and 
expense of such improvement as it pro- 
g'-csses the Borough Council may Issue 
bonds In such sums as may be required, In 
nil to an amount not exceeding the amount 
of the assessment. Said bonds shall rest 
alone for their security arid payment upon 
the snld assessments, and shall be payable 
•it periods not exceeding five years from 
date of tholr Issue, and sliall hear Interest 
at a rate not exceeding six pcreentum per 
annum, payable seml-annuftlly 


Liens to secure the said assessments 


shall'be entered in the prothonotary's ofjcc
